The heart of Harlem, New York's city of 
Negroes! This densely populated area 
is almost entirely colored except for a 
very small group near the lower eastern 
boundary. The average income is low 
and the greater part of the populace 
is crowded into badly neglected old 
houses and tenements. A trend toward 
improvement is evidenced by the ap- 
pearance of some better type apart- 
ment buildings, and a modern housing 
development. Food stores and a varied 
assortment of retail outlets, together 
with theatres and restaurants, are lo- 
cated along Lenox, Seventh, and Eighth 
Avenues. Near the Harlem River are a 
number of small manufacturing plants, 
warehouses, and docks. Several bridges 
form important links with the Bronx. 
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
